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FOREWORD 

Information  concerning  active  labor  organizations  in  Mon- 
tana has  long  been  a  requisite  in  operations  of  the  Commission. 
In  early  years  of  the  employment  and  insurance  program  such 
material  was  compiled  primarily  for  internal  convenience — for 
use  in  local  offices  of  the  employment  service,  in  the  central  office 
and  staff  members  maintaining  liaison  with  wage-earner  groups 
— but  in  practice  it  soon  developed  that  the  same  information 
met  an  important  need  on  the  part  of  other  public  and  private 
agencies  and  individuals. 

Accordingly  the  distribution  of  the  Directory  of  Labor  Organi- 
zations in  Montana  was  expanded  to  meet  this  constructive  and 
genuine  demand  for  such  a  reference  source.  This  edition  of  the 
directory  is  being  supplied  to  key  officials  of  the  labor  unions 
listed,  to  employment  service  local  offices,  and  to  Commission 
staff;  to  governmental  agencies  at  all  levels  and  to  colleges  and 
libraries;  and  finally  upon  request  to  individuals  and  organiza- 
tions interested. 

Compilation  of  the  directory  material  has  been  accomplished 
through  the  ready  cooperation  of  many  union  officials  and  mem- 
bers throughout  the  state  with  local  employment  service  person- 
nel. Hearty  appreciation  of  the  painstaking  care  and  attention 
to  detail  involved  in  the  collection  of  these  data  is  extended  to 
all  who  participated. 

As  is  the  case  with  all  directories  of  persons  and  addresses, 
the  contents  of  this  booklet  are  subject  to  innumerable  changes 
as  time  passes.  At  this  time  of  publication  its  listings  are  as  nearly 
accurate  and  complete  as  it  is  possible  to  have  them,  but  there 
will  be  changes  in  officers  or  their,  addresses,  meeting  time  or 
place  of  the  organization,  new  groups  organized.,  all  of  which  tend 
to  impair  its  authenticity  even  before  the  press  run  has  been 
completed. 

Because  of  space  limitations  it  is  not  possible  to  include  the 
names  of  all  officers  of  each  individual  local  union,  assembly,  or 
council.  The  effort  has  been  concentrated  rather  upon  presenting 
the  names  of  key  officials — presidents,  chairmen,  secretaries,  or 
business  agents — through  whom  access  may  be  had  to  organiza- 
tion channels  for  contact  on  matters  with  which  such  union  may 
be  concerned.
